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"The respective counties of the State shall provide 
in the manner prescribed by law, for those of the 
inhabitants who by reason of age, infirmity or mis- 
fortune, may have claims upon the aid and sympathy 
of society ; 

provided, however, the Legislature may by 
general law provide for a uniform Statewide system 
for such benefits, and appropriate money therefor; 

but no such general law shall provide benefits to any 
person who shall not have been a resident of the State 
of Florida for a period of five years continuously next 
preceding his application therefor, nor shall such gen- 
eral law provide for benefits to any person solely on 
account of age who has not attained the age of sixty- 
five years; 

provided, further, that where 
by any law of the United States, a lesser or different " 
period of residence, age or citizenship shall be fixed 
in order for the State of Florida to participate in any 
Federal grants that might be made for such purposes, 
the Legislature may prescribe such requirements as to 
citizenship, age and residence as will be consistent 
with and not in conflict with such Federal law,"

FLORIDA'S PUBLIC WELFARE PROGRAM is adminis- 
tered by the Department of Public Welfare, which in turn, is 
governed by the State Welfare Board with twelve District 
Boards responsible to it on an area basis. The State Welfare 
Board is composed of seven members, appointed by the Gov- 
ernor foe 4-year overlapping terms and confirmed by the Sen- 
ate. Members of the District Welfare Boards are also ap- 
pointed by the Governor, two or more from each county in the 
District in proportion to population. The State and District 
Board Members serve without compensation, but are reim- 
bursed for necessary expenses incurred in the discharge of 
official duties. The program is supported by appropriations 
authorized by the State Legislature and supplemented by Fed- 
eral funds in the event that the State law complies with con- 
ditions prescribed by the Federal Social Security Act. These 
conditions are intended to insure fair and equitable distribu- 
tion of funds, and leave the responsibility of administration 
entirely with the State. The State Welfare Act gives the De- 
partment broad responsibilities for caring for needy persons 
and for making and carrying out plans for the permanent re- 
habilitation of persons in need of care. / 

THE STATE WELFARE BOARD, as the governing body of 
the Department of Public Welfare, exercises supervisory, regu- 
latory and policy making power for the Department. The 
Board is charged with the responsibility of administering, or 
causing to be administered, all social welfare carried on by 
the use of State funds, joint Federal and State funds, and may 
cooperate with counties and cities in administering their wel- 
fare services. It employs an administrator designated as the 
State Welfare Director to carry out its decisions. The District 
Welfare Boards have a supervisory function in twelve districts 
of the State, with the responsibility of supervising the admin- 
istration Within their areas in carrying out the rules, regula- 
tions and policies adopted by the State Welfare Board. The 
Act also gives responsibility to the State Welfare Board, acting 
through its District Boards, to determine the amount of money, 
within the limitations fixed by law, that applicants may re- 
ceive. This amount is determined by (1) the money appropri- 
ated by the Legislature; (2) number of eligible applicants; 
(3) the extent of need of each eligible person. 
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PUBLIC ASSISTANCE 



The Division of Public Assistance has concentrated during the past year 
on a study of services which ate being given as a part of the administration of 
the public assistance program . In October 1956 the Social Security Act was 
amended, making it mandatory that states define the services for which the 
department would be responsible and making federal funds matchable only for 
those services so defined . Agency philosophy and experience give support to 
the concept expressed in the amendments that financial assistance without 
constructive services would not lead to rehabilitation. 

Following the passage of these amendments the efforts of the department 
were to define specifically those services which the agency believed to be 
most needed in order to assist a person to become independent. Also, when 
such a goal is impossible because of age or infirmity, services were defined 
which would help the person live comfortably and happily for the remaining 
years of his life. 

OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 



There has been continued participation by the Division of Public Assist- 
ance in community organizations which promote development of resources for 
meeting the needs of older people . The increasing number of older citizens 
in Florida makes it imperative that the staff of the Department of Public Wel- 
fare offer leadership and further cooperation to local communities in developing 
resources in the welfare field, 

AID TO THE BLEND 

In the aid -to -the- blind program, there has continued to be a close work- 
ing relationship between the department and the Council for the Blind. A 
formal agreement between the two agencies has been revised in the past year 
to show the complete cooperation that exists in matters relating to the welfare 
of those who receive aid to the blind grants and the rehabilitation services of 
the council . Effort has been made to clarify and strengthen our relationship 
with the ophthalmologists and optometrists who make examinations for the 
division . \ 

AID TO THE DISABLED 



The aid- to - t he-disabled program completed its second year of 
operation on June 30, 1957. As might be expected of new programs, it has 
required time to attain smooth operation . There are two requirements in this 



program not found to other categories: namely, "relative responsibility" and 
review of disability at a state level by a medical review team . These require- 
ments tend to cause the completion of an application to take more time than 
is usual in other programs. 

Large numbers of applications which were taken during the first months 
of the program resulted in a backlog in the district and state offices . Much 
effort has been made to process these applications promptly and maintain cur- 
rent reviews of the disability factor . Three medical consultants work on a 
part-time basis, together with two social work consultants; and, since Janu- 
ary 1957, the team has been able to review on a current basis . 

There are now 5,567 people receiving assistance under this program, in 
the amount of $294, 496 last year . 

AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 

During this year it was possible to inaugurate the payment of physicians' 
fees for diagnostic examinations to determine • the degree of incapacity of 
parents applying for or receiving aid- to -dependent -children grants . Examina- 
tions are also provided when the mother's ability to work is questioned by 
reasons of poor health . The residence policy on out of state applications 
was revised to accordance with the findings of a controlled experiment , The 
policy was changed to provide for the approval of an application for a child 
living outside of the state when the child had lived in Florida for a year before 
leaving. A review has been completed on a sampling of cases which reflect 
the substitute father situation. These findings will be compiled for use to 
considering possible changes to policy . 

HOSPITALIZATION 

The department began to take part to a hospitalization program on Octo- 
ber 1 , 1956 , This program was put into effect by the special session of the 
Florida Legislature, which authorized funds and amended the existing hos- 
pitalization program administered by the State Board of Health to Include 
limited hospital care for all public assistance recipients. Financial match- 
ing by the federal government was available under this plan. In order to 
establish a workable program in the field of medical care, the department's 
medical advisory committee met to help develop policy for this program, which 
was coordinated with existing programs of the State Board of Health . When 
additional funds were not appropriated during the 1957 session of the Florida 
Legislature, the program of hospitalization for public assistance recipients 
was discontinued, effective July 1 , 1957 . 

Public assistance recipients in every county of the state benefited under 
this program. Although the final count of hospital cases is not completed, 
during the period from October 1956 through 1957, inclusive, the hospitalization 
program provided care for 6, 337 recipients of public assistance . 



APPEALS 

There has continued to be an increasing number of requests for fair hear- 
ings during the past year, largely in the aid- to- the- disabled program. Since 
they are almost all concerned with the medical aspects, they demand a great 
deal of the time of the medical review team. These hearings, however, are 
very valuable, as they give a clear picture of how policy is applied and, in 
some cases, indicate a need for a change in policy. 



CHILD WELFARE SERVICES 



Increased demands were made during the year for the department to help 
children without parents, children in trouble, and children whose parents were 
in trouble. The department was asked to provide service and care for 5, 596 
children, an increase of 13% over the previous year. At the close of the year, 
2, 165 children were receiving child welfare services, an increase of 392 chil- 
dren over the previous year . 

For many children it was unnecessary to spend money. For others, par- 
ticularly those who had to be cared for away from their parents, state and local 
funds were used. Sources of funds were:

JUVENILE COURT STATISTICS 

The calendar year 1956* was the first complete year In Florida in which 
all juvenile courts maintained uniform statistics on official cases . Fifty- 
seven of the sixty- seven counties also included cases handled unofficially 
without formal court petition . 

The department administered the reporting plan, furnishing cards to the 
courts and tabulating them . Courts were given monthly reports, and the first 
annual state -wide report was published and distributed throughout the state . 
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COMMODITY DISTRIBUTION 



Commodity distribution during the fiscal year 1956-57 rose to a new all- 
time high surpassing the previous year by 57.4 percent in pounds delivered 
and 22.9 percent in dollar value. Florida's shore of jhe nation-wide distribu- 
tion amounted to 17.1 million pounds, with a fair wholesale market value of 
approximately 4.8 million do liars. Administrative costs of the program again 
remained less than one cent for each dollar's worth of federally donated foods 
made available for distribution to eligible recipients . 

The total number of individuals benefited continued to show an increase 
during the year. The increase amounted to approximately 15 percent over the 
previous fiscal year . The following table shows the types of agencieB and 
the number of individuals in each that participated in the distribution of com- 
modities .

CIVIL DEFENSE 



Our relationships with the State Civil Defense Agency and other governmen- 
tal agencies have been strengthened during the past year and our responsibilities 
for providing welfare services have been clarified through the participation of 
our staff In planning sessions on the civil defense program . Approximately 
fifty members of the staff have enrolled in staff college courses on civil de- 
fense at the University of Tampa, at the Federal Civil Defense Headquarters 
in Battle Creek, Michigan, and at the University of Florida, where the depart- 
ment was co- sponsor with the State Civil Defense Agency in having the first 
Civil Defense Welfare Course put on in any state. Through these experiences 
and our statewide participation in the national training exercise, Operation 
Alert 1956, the department is making steady progress in assuming its re- 
sponsibility for meeting the emergency welfare needs of the state in the event 
of a natural disaster or enemy attack.

PERSONNEL 



Despite a national and state -wide shortage of professional social work- 
ers, the staff was gradually increased during the past fiscal year to a total of 
1 , 083 regular employees, although there are 1, 195 budgeted positions . 

Because the majority of employees in the department are women, there 
has been the usual normal personnel turnover for "family reasons . " Moving 
with husband or family to another city or state, maternity, home responsibility, 
etc . , caused over half the separations . Replacements for those who resigned 
and new staff for additional positions authorized by the Legislature resulted 
in a total of 375 appointments during the year. , 

The comprehensive classification and compensation survey, completed 
during the last year and approved by the Merit System Council and the State 
Personnel Board, was placed partially in effect in November 1956, but was 
not to go into complete effect until July 1 , 1957 . The increased salaries 
helped obtain new employees, but the professional salaries still lag behind 
many parts of the country and other professional salaries in Florida . 

The department's scholarship program for graduate training in social 
work, a major factor in improving skills of key staff personnel, was approved 
by the 1957 Legislature to continue through the next biennium . Twenty- one 
scholarships were awarded for the school year 1956-57 . All of these employ- 
ees returned to work for the department . 

The average caseload carried by each worker was slightly reduced by the 
gradual increase in staff . The principal obstacle to the kind of rehabilitative 
counseling which so many families need continues to be the excessively large 
workload carried by each caseworker. A few of the returned scholarship 
students have been assigned smaller caseloads of families presenting espe- 
cially difficult problems. It is anticipated that experience gained in this way 
will help the department plan for better casework services . 

The long-range social work recruitment project, aimed at attracting the 
attention of high school students and college students who have not yet de- 
cided on a career, has had a successful start. The volunteer advisory 
committee appointed by the State Welfare Board has been extremely valuable 
in guiding this activity. The members are: Mr. Harris G. Sims, Lakeland; 
Mr. Lawrence L. Copenhaver, Pensacola; Mr, Cecil Golden, Tallahassee; 
Mrs. Martha Myers, Miami; Mr. William Colbreath, St, Petersburg; and 
Mr . Boyd B . Burnside, Tampa .
